Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1954. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
9 Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES,  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
*lthe  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD.  Separate  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  for  mid-1954  is  101,630,  which  is  an  increase  of 
(1,075  from  mid-1953.  The  figures  for  each  District  are  given  on 
page  10,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous 
i year;  it  will  be  noted  that  the  population  in  each  District  has 
increased. 

The  BIRTH  RATE  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  14  2,  which  was 
the  same  as  in  1953  for  the  Area.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1954  was  15*2. 

The  DEATH  Rate  for  the  Joint  Area  was  11 '8,  whereas  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  113;  in  1953  the  Death  Rate  in  the  Joint 
Area  was  11  6. 
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In  the  table  of  Statistics  on  page  11,  in  addition  to  the  Crude 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are  obtained 
by  multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General;  this  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  for  the  Area  was  17  4,  com¬ 
pared  with  255  for  England  and  Wales. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  the  Area  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  are  shown  for 
each  District  on  pages  15  to  17.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 
No  deaths  occurred  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  or  Scarlet 
Fever. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery  of 
the  mild  Sonne  type  occurred  in  part  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District. 
The  total  number  of  cases  was  111,  and  the  majority  occurred  in  the 
Sundridge,  Ide  Hill  area.  The  control  of  the  outbreak  necessitated  the 
close  co-operation  between  the  general  practitioners  concerned,  the 
Laboratory  Service,  and  members  of  the  Health  Department;  one 
Sanitary  Inspector  was  engaged  practically  full  time  on  this  work. 
Three  persons  engaged  in  milk  production  had  to  be  excluded  from 
work  by  Notice  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  and  two  food 
handlers  by  Notice  under  the  Infectious  Disease  Regulations.  A  report 
on  the  outbreak  was  submitted  to  the  “  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  Committee  on  Sonne  Dysentery.” 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year,  2  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified; 
one  was  a  woman  notified  in  July  and  the  other  a  child  of  11  years 
notified  in  December.  No  deaths  occurred. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  and  deaths  from  acute  poliomyelitis 
in  the  Area,  from  1947,  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  is 
as  follows : —

Tuberculosis. 

In  1954,  54  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  14  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  61  pul¬ 
monary  and  8  non-pulmonary  in  1953.  During  the  year  there  were 
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10  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  none  from  non-pulmonary 
compared  with  13  deaths  from  pulmonary  and  1  from  non-pulmonarv 
jin  1953. 

The  figures  for  individual  Districts  are  given  on  page  18. 

*Food  Poisoning. 

Eighty-two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  the  Joint  Area 
l  during  the  year.  Particulars  are  given  for  each  District  as  shown  in 
i  the  Index. 

i  Food  Hygiene. 

Much  educational  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
e Sanitary  Inspectors  during  their  visits  to  food  premises.  Structural 
[improvements  are  noted  in  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
[sections  of  the  individual  Districts.

i  Slaughterhouses. 

Following  the  de-control  of  meat  by  the  Government  in  July, 
private  slaughtering  again  commenced  in  the  Area.  Details  of  the 
inumber  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  and  the  Carcases  inspected  are 
'■given  in  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  sections  of  each 
[District.  In  certain  Districts  this  has  resulted  in  a  heavy  increase 
in  the  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

[The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

A  Notice  was  served  in  one  case  in  Tonbridge  Rural  District  under 
[this  section. 

i  National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  (Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  during  the 
year  to  apply  for  any  removal  Orders  under  this  section. 

Legislation. 

A  number  of  new  Acts  and  Regulations  affecting  the  Public  Health 
Department  came  into  operation  during  the  year;  a  list  of  these  is 
given  on  page  14. 

May  I  again  thank  the  Members  and  Officials  of  the  District 
Councils  and  my  staff  for  their  valuable  co-operation  during  the  year.

In  several  instances  protective  clothing  has  been  provided  for  the 
i  employees.  In  one  restaurant  considerable  structural  alterations  were 
( commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  These  involved  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of,  and  the  re-flooring  of,  the  kitchen ;  re-siting  of  appliances 
in  the  kitchen;  and  additional  washing  and  rinsing  facilities. 


Bakehouses  have  been  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
and  at  several  of  these  the  bread  is  being  wrapped,  in  addition  to  that 
which  is  brought  into  the  town  wholesale  already  wrapped. 


One  of  the  larger  bakehouses  in  the  town  changed  from  hard  fuel 
to  oil  firing  during  the  year.  This  was  a  great  improvement,  as 
not  only  has  it  curtailed  dust  inside  the  factory  but  it  also  had  the 
effect  of  eliminating  grit  and  particles  in  the  air  outside. 


Premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Preserved  Food  (Sect. 
14  Food  and  Drugs  Act)  have  been  well  maintained  throughout  the 
year. 


All  shops  and  stores,  where  food  is  sold  or  stored,  have  been  kept 
under  observation  throughout  the  year. 

Apart  from  fruit  and  vegetables,  there  have  been  no  stalls  set  up 
in  the  town  for  the  sale  of  foodstuffs.  There  are  three  mobile  vehicles 
for  the  sale  of  grocery  and  greengrocery.  Also  one  mobile  food  van 
which  operates  in  Sevenoaks  Market  normally  each  Monday;  and 
there  is  one  mobile  Snack  Bar  stationed  in  Sevenoaks  Car  Park. 


There  is  only  one  small  scale  factory  in  the  District  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  ice-cream  powder.

Following  the  decontrol  of  meat  by  the  Government  two  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  licensed  by  the  Council  and  operated  as  such  as  from  the 
1st  July,  1954. 

The  method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food  etc.  is  much  the  same 
as  that  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  All  condemned  articles  are 
coloured  with  Naphthalene  Dye  and  disposed  of  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Butchers.  Ail  other  con¬ 
demned  foods  are  disposed  of  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

6.  Food  Poisoning. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  totalling  65  cases,  occurred  on  the 
18th  November,  1954,  in  a  Girls’  School.  Organisms  of  the  food 
poisoning  group  were  not  isolated  and  it  did  not  prove  possible  to 
determine  precisely  the  cause  of  the  outbreak.  One  single  case 
occurred  due  to  Salmonella  typhi  murium.

[General  Remarks  on  Hop-picking  Season.  (Report  by  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector.) 

The  huts  generally  are  of  good  construction  and  weatherproof.  All 
:i:he  camps  are  supplied  with  mains  water.  A  high  standard  of 
scavenging  of  the  camps  is  maintained.  The  cookhouse  accommoda- 
:ion  is  generally  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a,  general  improvement 
in  closet  accommodation,  and  general  camp  supervision  is  good. 

The  season  was  late  in  starting  this  year  and  many  farms  were 
short  of  pickers.  A  number  of  growers  employed  machines  for  the 
first  time  and  there  is  every  indication  that  machines  will  continue  to 
replace  pickers  since  growers  can  no  longer  rely  on  sufficient  numbers 
arriving  from  the  London  area.  Conditions  on  camp  sites  were 
excellent.
